EPPA HUNTON SWORN IN 


As Senator from Virginia—Mr. Sherman 
Closes His Argument Against Free Silver. 


Washington, June 1.—JIn the senate the 
credentials of General Eppa Hunton, re 
cently appointed by the governor of Virginia 
to the office made vacant by the death of 
Senator Barbour, were presented by the 
other senator from that state, Mr. Daniel, 
und when they were read at the clerk’s of- 
fice, the ny oe officer, Mr. nderson, 
invited . Hunton to advance and e 
the oath. Thereupon Mr. Daniel and his 
new colleague came forward, arm in arm, 

nd the oath of office was administered by 

e presiding officer to Mr. Hunton. Subse- 
quently Mr. Hunton was appointed to the 
committee on claims in the place of Mr. 
Faulkner, excused, and Mr. Faulkner ap- 

inted to the committee on immigration 
in the place of Mr. Daniel, excused. 

Mr. Hale, from the committee on ap- 
propriations, reported back the consular and 
diplomatic appropriation bill with amend- 
ments and gave notice that he would call 
it up at a very early day, perhaps tomor- 
row. 

The senate joint resolution, authorizing 
and directing the president to proclaim a 
general holiday commemorating the 
anniversary of the discovery of America 
on the 12th of October, 1892, was taken 
from the calendar and passed. 

Among other bills upon the calendar tak- 
en up for action was the house bill to regu- 
late the manner in which property slall 
be sold under orders and decree of any 
United States court. .-

Mr. Sherman objected to the amendment 
and suggested a case of judgment being 
on a note or specific contract, requiring pay- 
ment in — coins.

Mr. Hunton’s first vote in the senate was 
on this motion, in the affirmative, and Mr. 
Hill’s first vote on a question, wherein the 
subject of silver was involved, was also 
given on the motion in the affirmative. 

The roll of the senate having been call- 
ed, forty-seven senators, more than a quo- 
rum, responded to their names and as the 
vote was about being taken for the second 
time, Mr. Allison suggested that before 
the vote could be finished the hour of 2 
o’clock would have arrived when the calen- 
dar would have to be laid aside. 

Mr. Morgan expressed his willingness 
to let the bill be laid aside without action 
as the vote just cast showed a very de 
cided determination on the part of the sen- 
ate that legal tenders laws shall be respect- 
ed by all officers of the government. 

The bill was laid aside without prejudice, 
under rule 8. 

At 2 o’clock the calendar was laid aside 
and the bill to provide for the free coinage 
of gold and silver was taken up and Mr. 
Sherman continued his argument begun yes- 
terday against the bill. He spoke for an 
hour today with the same force and earnest- 
ness that he had displayed yesterday, but 
without having so large or attentive an 
audience as he then , although Mr. 
Hill again did him the honor of being a close 
listener. 

Mr. Aldrich suggested that in view of 
the fact that many senators would be ab- 
time to 
come, that by unanimous consent debate 
on the silver bill might continue, but that 
no vote upon the bill or amendment should 
be taken until after the 14th of June next. 

After some colloquy and with the un- 
derstanding that the bill should retain 
its place as business, the propo- 
sition was a to. 

Mr. Stewart then took the floor to reply 
to Mr. Sherman’s argument against the 
bill. As the latter was leaving the cham- 
ber, Mr. Stewart expressed a desire that 
the senator from Ohio should remain and 
hear again a recital of the history of the 
demonetization of silver, which he wotld 
give, he said, so that the peo- 
vp might know who it was that had brought 
upon the country the present depression, 
and that had disturbed the finances of the 
entire world. Mr. Sherman, however, did 
not care to remain for that . 

Mr. Stewart did not have half a dozen 
listeners on his side of the chamber and he, 
therefore, addressed himself almost exclu- 
sively to an audience of democratic sen- 
ators. 

He did so until half-past 4 o’clock, when, 
without finishing his speech, he gave way 
to the motion to gdjourn, and the senate 
accordingly adjourned till tomorrow.

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ROME'S LIVE “LORD” 


Appears to Have Skipped the Coun- 
try. 


THE SHERIFF SEIZES HIS STORE. 


And Telegrams Have Been Sent 
Out for His Arrest. 


THE STORY OF HIS CRIMES TOLD. 


His First Advent in Rome, Where He 
Is Treated as the Spoiled Child 
of Fortune. 


Rome, Ga., June 1.—(Special.)—There 
may be nothing in it, but whether or not 
it is true, there is a sensation brewing 
in Rome tonight. 

Sheriff Jake C. Moore is in charge of 
the establishment of W. S. Beresford, 
better known as the “lord.” — 

This afternoon there were some rumors 
afloat that there were apprehensions on 
the part of. some that Beresford had left 
Rome. 

Tonight, under two attachments sworn 
out by Beresford’s leading attorney, Hon. 
L. A. Dean, in behalf of the bondholders, 
Sheriff Moore took possession. 

Around and about the front door of 
Beresford’s establishment a great noisy 
crowd gathered and the sheriff locked the 
door to keep them out. The bondsmen 
for whom the attachments were issued 
are Mr. Jacob Haas, of Atlanta, Charles 
F.. Beysiegel, of Rome, and J. W. Bailey, 
of Rome. The amounts set out in the 
attachments are $300 and $1,500. 

What the Affidavit Alleges. 

The affidavit made is on the ground 
that Beresford has absconded, and this 
affidavit is positively sworn to, for the 
bondsmen, by Beresford’s leading coun- 
sel. The clerks of Beresford also say 
they will come in if they can. 

The office contains about 5,000 gas burn- 
ers, one or two bicycles, office furniture, 
samples, etc. | 

Beresford's Latest Sensation. 

On Saturday last Beresford was the 
eause of quite a commotion among the 
citizens. He had been appointed the rep- 
resentative of the drummers’ association 
to go to Indian Springs, by the chairman 
of the board of trade. On Saturday a 
number of citizens met and the appoint- 
ment of Beresford was undone and anoth- 
er chosen in his staed. Publie opinion 
was pretty freely expressed. Mr. Beres- 
ford went down to Atlanta a day or two 
since, returning Monday, and early yester- 
day morning left again. Mrs, Berestord 
also went down to Atlanta a few days 
ago, and has not returned. The Consti- 
tution sought Sheriff Moore and asked if 
any steps had been taken to find where 
Mr. Beresford was. The sheriff said he 
had wired the seaport cities, Birming- 
ham, Knoxville, and Anniston. 

Beresford and His Case. 

In January or February, 1890, a dash- 
ing young fellow with elegant address 
and manners, came to Rome as a capital- 
ist with high recommendations. He was 
wined and dined extensively. He sang 
the richest tenor and made his visit a 
very delightful one with those he met. 
It was understood that he was the son 
of one of England’s richest 
noblemen. He, himself, was 
understood, was a high i official 
in her majesty’s service in India, and 
he even exhibited scraps from his uni- 
form. 

When the dashing young fellow got 
ready to leave, he borrowed £200 from 
Messrs. Hamilton & Co., he having been 
recommended to them in very high terms. 
Beresford did not come to time with is 
engagements. The Hamiltons put detec- 
tives on his track and in New York city 
he was finally arrested. ‘After a very 
hard fought legal battle, the Georgia 
requisition was honored, and Beresford 
came to Georgia with the sheriff. He 
was tried for forgery by using a fictitious 
name. It was claimed that his true name 
was Sidhey Lascelles. He was defended 
by several of the ablest firms of north 
Georgia, but was convicted. He lingered 
in jail for quite a while. After his con- 
viction, a motion was made for a new 
trial, which was refused. Sentence, how- 
ever, was reserved until the supreme court 
passed on the case. 

Beresford’s counsel succeeded in get- 
ting bail for him, and his trial in the 
supreme court was to come up in a very 
few days. When Beresford was liberated 
under bond, he went into business. He 
was a wheel-horse. His indefatigable en- 
ergy made him conspicuous in commercial 
circles. He equipped a handsome office 
on the ground floor of the Armstrong 
building. He represented the Huntsville 
Building and Loan Association. He sold 
new gas burners. He advertised money to 
loan. He had bicycles for boys and 
girls. He had commercial agencies and 
sold to the merchants. Beresford had 
become to be considered by the citizens 
a first-rate business fellow. 

Now, it may be that Beresford has not 
gone—but certain it is that the sheriff 
of ng county is in charge of his establish- 
men :

The 
paper dealt extensively with the jury sys- 
tem of our courts. He did not deny that it 
was any more impossible to secure 4 per- 
fect jury now than in the times of Lord 
Bacon. In civil cases he was of the opin- 
ion that juries should be dispensed with. 
Verdicts of juries are not always just. For 
this reason the necessity of new trials exists. 

Too often the juries take admissible evi- 
dence as sufficient to decide and often allow 
their sympathies to sway and decide upon 
the verdict. An eminent judge on the su- 
preme bench of the state said that the power 
to grant new trials is essential to the pro- 
tection of property. Trial by jury may be 
«perfect in theory, but not in practice. , 

The conelusion of the paper dealt with 
the practite of juries often peng | the 
same verdict on succeeding trials-of the 
game case, 

This was entirely wrong. The verdict 
should be different, inasmuch as there was 
ground for a new trial, and it occurred too 
often; for the good of our country. Very 
often, too, the juries would make a nomi- 
nal change, and especially was this noticed 
in suits for damages against corporations. 
This was nothing more than ignoring the 
grounds upon which the new trial was 
granted. : 

Judge Bieckley’s Address. 

The featute of the forenoon _ session, 
however, was the grand address, on “Emo- 
tional Justice,” delivered by Chief Justice 
Bleckley.

Mr. Bleckley declared that, unless the 
people trusted to the pre-established laws 
of the country to govern, our government 
would fall. 

“The existence of mobs is a reflection on 
our courts, and is no more right than would 
a legislative mob be were it to undertake 
the enactment of laws. If lawyers were 
less emotional in their appeals to juries, 
there would be less of the mob spirit. Mobs 
are not the people, and are not the voice of 
the people. If the same parties*that com- 
pose mobs were to lend their assistance to 
the courts in the collection of evidence and 
the prosecution of criminals that they dis- 
play on these violent occasions, our courts 
would be more able, and would more often 
convict criminals. It is wrong, and 
threatens society.” 

It Was a great argument against mob law, 
and showed the remedies, if applied, to 
lace the courts in position to execute 
yaa. 

The audience, which included a large 
number of citizens, was enthusiastic over 
Judge Bleckley’s address, and, after the 
adjournment, it was discussed in the most 
complimentary terms by every one who 
heard it. 

Jurisprudence Considered. 


The committee on jurisprudence and law 
reform read an interesting report, which 
suggested the adoption in the public schools 
of an elementary system of law study. It 
is probable that the matter will be brought 
up at the next general assembly. 

Hon. J. R. Lamar, of Augusta, read a 
paper before the association which dealt 
with the law in general, and which was 
pronounced one of the very best papers 
ever read before the association. 

The convention adjourned until 3 o’clock. 

The afternoon session of the Bar 
Association was chiefly occupied in hearing 
reports. Tonight the visiting members were 
entertained by the local bar.

THE PROBABLE PRODUCTION OF COTTON. 


Some Places Suffering from Drought, 
While Others Report Good Oondi- 
tions—The Cereal Orop. 


Albany, Ga., June 1.—(Special.)—The 

‘ong drought which has prevailed in this sec- 
tion for two months was broken last Sunday 
afternoon by the falling of a copious shower, 
whieh, from present indications, seems like- 
ly to be followed by a gracious plenty of 
rain. 
The young crops have been very material- 
ly affected by want of rain, but if proper 
seasons can be had from now on a fair crop 
ef corn, cotton, peas, potatoes and cane will 
de made. 


Corn and Cotton. 


Corn, where it has received the proper cul- 
tivation, is looking remarkably green and 
flourishing, but cotton is very backward be- 
cause of the lack of moisture to bring it up 
for weeks after it was planted. The acre- 
age of cotton in this section is not so large 
by 25 per cent as last year. Notwithstand- 
ing the present status, if the crop can get 
sufficient moisture it will not take it long to 
get out of the kinks and flourish as in other 


years. 
The Watermelon Crop. 


The watermelon crop, which is an impor- 
tant item in this section, bids fair to be as 
large this year as last. The vines are 
healthy and Juxuriant, and the melons are 
well shaped and not at all stunted in appear- 
ance. Captain T. H. Loke, the veteran 
Savannah, Florida and Western conductor, 
who runs between Albany and Thomasville, 
brought a melon to the nod today which 

hed twenty-seven pounds. 

Piciaaadios the drought and_ other 
hindrances to farming interests it 1s not 
thought that there is any reason for despair 
er despondency regarding the crop outlook. 
The Reusht could have preval ed at a 
worse time, when crops were In full flower 
and bloom, and at such a time it would have 

ven more calamitous than it has while 
Pre crops were young and required but com- 
aratively little moisture to sustain them. 

e worst is over, and from now until the 
harvest is ended prospects and results will 
take on a more roseate hue. 

Crops in Monroe. 

Monroe, Ga., June 1.—(Special.)—Some 
tember oats are near ripe and are fine, 
and spring oats are etting up enough to 
cut. Wheat is fine, but somewhat threat- 
ened with rust, but we think it too far ad- 
vanced to be damaged to much extent.

Its reduc- 
tion in acreage is more than 20 per cent, 
while corn, small grain and grasses have 
largely added to their territory. Corn and 
oats have gained 15 per cent each, wheat 
20 per cent and clover and grass at least 
2 cent. The condition of all ae is 

while wheat, corn, fall oats and old 
clover are most excellent. Spring oats are 
moderately good, while young clover is 
dying in some localities. . 
’ The stand of cotton is good; the plant 
healthy and growing rapidly, and will soon 
regain the ten days lost by the backward 


A more promising yield of fruit was 
never known. 

These estimates show a seeming dis- 

ney as to the amounts of decrease 

and increase, but this is understood when 

_ it is known that there is more land in cul- 

_ thyation today than formerly, and that the 

per cent decrease in cotton makes nearly 

as many acres as the increase in other 
products. 

The farmers are working industriously 
and  inelligently and, having learned to 
‘economize, are not buying upon the credit 
of their bright prospects, but are waiting 
the returns from every foot of their farms 
and a plentiful harvest. 

The Fertilizers Sales. 


Another feature which is to the credit of 
the farmer is the decrease in the sale of 
fertilizers. Mr. Milam, perhaps the larg- 
est dealer in guanos in the county, places 
this decrease at 35 per cent, and this means 
a large per cent money increase for the 
people. So much for the products of the 
‘soil, and let me add, that in the near 
future the stock drover of Kentucky and 
‘Tennessee will not find the market here he 

in the past. Already many head of the 
stock in the county are home bred 
and second to none. Cattle are improved 
and fine strains are common in all sections. 

Ali things point to good times and better

The acreage of small in, said a promi- 
nent farmer, is fully per cent ahead of 
what it has been in sections in ten 
years. This crop is unusually fine, too, 
especially rye, fall oats and wheat. 

The Peach Crop. 

The pedches are said to be needing rain 
worse than anything. Unless it comes 
soon, the peaches will begin to ripen with- 
out going their full growth. Besides, unless 
it rains soon, the sap will have become so 
dry as to cause the twig to shrink, and 
cause the peaches to drop off. 

Captain W. H. Hartnell, of this city, 
who has large farming interests in Pike 
and Meriwether, etated to your correspond- 
ent that his wheat crop was very good. He 
would make more wheat this year than for 
many years in the past. His corn, he re 
ok as nothing extra in size, but in a very 
healthy condition. The cotton on his place 
is generally small and irregular, owing to 
the drought. A good rain would very ma- 
terially relieve things, and cause all crops 
to grow off nicely. They were never in 
better condition, so far as work is con- 
cerned, and no reasonable amount of rain 
could now throw the farmers behind. He 
is confident the bread-stuff acreage is very 
much larger all through this portion of 
Georgia than any year since the surrender. 
Corn and flour sales will be below par in 
this section another year, if no unforeseen 
accident befalls it from now on. 

Captain Hartnell is one of the few Geor 
gia farmers who raises his meat also. His 
ecuntry-raised hams find ready sale at good 
prices in this market. None of his meat, 
and he always has a surplus, is ever a drag 
when he sends it into town. 

Corn Is Good. 


Mr. H. T. Patterson, a prosperous farmer 
from Africa district, stated to The Consti- 
tution this morning that his corn was good, 
but small; his cotton fairly up to the aver- 
age for the season. The general crops 
good, so far as he had seen, and he had 
traveled a good portion of the county 
over. He estimates the corn crop at 25 
per cent greater this year than for the past 
five years. The wheat acreage is greater 
than for the past fifteen years, and 
he added it was very fine. Peaches were 
needing rain, but grapes could not be bet- 
ter. ‘They will not suffer for rain if we get 
none for several weeks. 

H. €. Allen, who farms on shares with 
Mr. R. H. Williamson in the southern part 
of the county, reports his crop in excellent 
condition, clean and growing nicely, though 
somewhat in need of rain. He has but lit- 
tle wheat, but thatis good. He hasa large 
oat crop, and said he: “It is fine and I'll 
make more money on my oats than the same 
acreage In cotton and next year I will live 
at home.”’ 

Mr. Andrew W. Walker, of Cabin district, 
could give no flattering report from his sec- 
tion. The corn was  ~very small, 
yet healthy, and cotton was not 
up as it should be, while both wheat and 
oats were rather sorry. The acreage was 
ahead of the past four or five years, but 
nothing like what it was ten years ago. But 
taken as a whole the farmers of Spalding 
county are in as good -condition as any in 
the state of Georgia. 

The Statusin Thomas. 

Thomasville, Ga., June 1.—(Special.)—The 
condition of crops in Thomas county is very 
favorable. The farmers are hopeful of a 
good year, and they have reasons to be. 
Rains are needed for corn, but cotton is do- 
ifig remarkably well. The latter is nearly 
out of the ground.. The acreage is consider- 
ably less than last year; the reduction is, in 
fact, greater than ever known in this sec- 
tion. The reason of this was the low price 
realized last year. The acreage of cereals 
has been largely increased. Oats did not 
turn out well. Some farmers estimate the 
harvest at one-half the average crop, others 
at three-fourths. 

The yiek: last year was also short. The 
drought is what caused the injury this sea- 
son. The crop has been harvested and is 
selling from 50 to 60 per 100 in sheaf. 

The reports of corn, the great bread crop, 
from all over the county is good. Farmers 
ea more of this grain than in years. 
Vhile the oat crop was burning up, corn has 
suffered but slightly. 

The Melon Crop. 


Three of the most important crops in this 
section will be melons, peas and tobacco. 
The former will be ready for the market by 
the 10th of June. As an illustration of the 
number of acres planted in melons around 
Thomasville there are 200; Cairo, 320; 
Ochlochnee, 320; Meigs, 900, and Metcalfe, 
900 This, besides what is planted out 
farther in the country. Plenty of cane has 
been planted. This is not a strictly prnch 
county, but growers will have enough for 
the local market. Tobacco is getting to 
be a great industry in this county. ast 
year a few set out tobacco plants more as 
an experiment than anything else, but the 
returns were so gratifying that hundreds 
have planted extensively. Tobacco barns 
are being erected in various parts of the 
county. The soil here is well adapted to 
the need, as has been fully demonstrated by 
last season’s results. Below we give the 
views of a few prominent growers: 

Mr. John Benerly—“I am very much 
pleased with the outlook. Cotton is doing 
well, corn is not seriously injured by the 
drought and the fruit crop promises to be 
good, with the exception of pears. Oats are 
also off. Tobacco is looking fine.”’ 

‘Mr. Robert E. Lester—“The acreage in 
cereals is largely increased and this is very 
gratifying to see. Oats were not near up 
to the average on account of the drought. 
Corn, in my ees gna is showing the 
need of rain, but is not yet injured. tton 
is as fine as I ever saw. There is little 
fruit in our section, but I understand, taking 
the a, | as a whole, it will be very fair.’ 

Mr. T. C. Blackshear—‘The pear yield 
will be short this season. trees are 
not near up to the average. ere were 
fewer strawberries than usual, but enough 
for the local market, and some for ship- 
ment. We will not have a large peach crop. 
Melons, however, are plentiful. The gen- 
eral crop, cotton, corn, etc., will be good.” 

Mr. John arwin—‘I have greatly re- 
duced my cotton acreage. This year I 
planted acres in corn, which is doing 
well. Oats are very poor. <A good stand

As there is yet 
ample time for cotton to recover from its 
“backset,” provided we have favorable sea- 
sons, the crop outlook, on the whole, is 
by no means gloomy. 


Whitfield’s Fertile Fields. 


Dalton, Ga., June 1.—(Special.)—A few 
weeks since an old gentleman of probably 
sixty years, boasting of his full corn cribs, 
with pardonable enthusiasm, remarked: 

‘‘And I made it by myself.” 

He told how, with the use of a disc har- 
row, he had cut the turf of his old sedge 
fields and doubled the acreage of his crop 
without the increase of help or horse power. 

A. city implement dealer says that he has 
sold eighty of these harrows this season. 
That indicates increases acreage, and a re- 
ducing of the old sedge fields and meadows 
to crops and full cribs. 

Talks with Good Farmers. 

Interviewing twenty good farmers, two 
told me that they had doubled their cotton 
crops in order to make up for the low 
prices. 

The others all said that they had reduced 
the acreage from 23 to SO per cent. It is 
safe to put the reduction at 30 per cent for 
this section. It is two weeks late, some of 
it blasted, but all well up in cultivation. 

Wheat is 50 per cent increase, and prom- 
ising. Oats and rye good, and slight in- 
crease in acreage. 

Corn acreage 35 per cent increase, late, 
but looking well. Will be planted till 1st 
of July. : 

Clover fair, grass fine. Large increase 
of pea, sorghum, potato and other crops. 
Small acreage of experimental light-color 
tobaccos. 

The Variety in Fruit. 


Our first crop is more general in variety” 


than for years. Peaches, pears and plums 
abundant, with shortage of apples, but 
failure in nothing. To sum up there is 
nothing shdtt in this section except money, 
and it shows an occasional yielding to press- 
ing demands. 

Our farmers are hopeful, energetic and 
struggling for the mastery of the situation. 
The change in system amounts to revolu- 
tion. King cotton is an unrespected sov- 
ereign, for once. The social disposition of 
a people is very largely an index to their 
pecuniary condition. This has been a sea- 
son of more picnics and bigger ones, with 
daintier baskets and more impulsive hos- 
pitality, and crowned with gladder faces, 
heartier laughter and prettier and brighter 
toilets than ever known. Whitfield county, 
the land of corn, is all right. With pro- 
pitious seasons her barns and bins will 
swell with plenty; and give happiness to a 
people who can live at home. 

Terrell County's Prospects. 

Dawson, Ga., June 1.—(Special.)—The 
heavy rains that fell throughout this sec- 
tion Sunday alike revived the drooping 
spirits of the people, and the fast wilt- 
ing crops which have suffered extensively 
from dry weather. ° 

Many farmers in this section determined 
to leave the old ruts in which they had 
carried a heavy load of cotton, and diversi- 
fy their crops. ; 

In the early spring bright green patches 
of grain might be seen dotting every farm, 
giving hope that the finest feed for stock 
in this section would be abundant. The 
drought came and the farmer saw the 

ain in which he had placed such great 

opes heading out. At last light showers 
came but too late to save this crop, and it 
is reported as off from 30 to 50 per cent. 
All other crops have been retarded by the 
constant dry weather and the cotton in- 
jured by the cold, but the recent rains and 
these last warm days have sent all vegeta- 
tion up with a boom. The dry weather has 
productive of clean crops and little 
grass, and the farmers are growing hopeful, 
while the merchant smiles cheerily over the 
rains. 

While other crops have been retarded 
by the drought, the fruit crop has been lux- 
uriating, and plums of all hues and colors 
have filled the market. Berries are plenti- 
ful, while the peach crop, one of the most 
uncertain of this section, is great. 

Every sprig and tree is well supplied with 
that luscious dainty, and the good house- 
wives are already preparing to fill their 
larders with this edible fruit in all of its 
oo phases, 
_ Kitchen gardens, those farmers’ bless- 
ings, are in fair condition: and many dish- 
es worthy the palates of epicures have been 
poererer from out of these wonderful store- 

ouses of good things. While the crops are 
not large the people are growing hopeful 
and the sign of the times are good. 

Sumter County’s Hopes. 


Americus, Ga., June 1.—(Special.)—Your 
correspondent has interviewed a number of 
prominent farmers as to the crop prospects 
of Sumter county. The corm crop is in 
splendid condition, and the recent rains 
have materially improved the prospect for 
& magnificent crop. A large acreage has 
been planted, and, unless drought overtakes 
the crop, a tremendous yield will be gather- 
ed by Sumter’s enterprising planters. 

Of cotton not quite so good a report can 
be given. Its stands are poor, the weed 
small, and much of the crop is in the grass. 
Eighty-five per cent is as high as the cot- 
ton crop at the present can be averaged. 
Oats are poor, in consequence of the Jong 
continued drought during the early spring 
tae te oats, h 

e late oats, however, are very fine 
and Mr. C. C. Clay, one of tea: leemaad 
lanters in this county, speaks very hope- 
ully of oats, corn and cotton. He reports 
his corn crop in splendid condition, and 
says he thinks the general condition of the 
corn crop most excellent. The fruit crop 
will be a full one, and the farmers expect 
to realize much ready cash from the sale 
of peaches, pears and grapes. The sweet 
potatoes are late, 
of time for this crop to mature. ‘Fhe Irish 
potatoes are small, but a fair yield has 
been made. 

The farmers are by no means depressed. 
There has been more interest manifested 
throughout Sumter, Schley, Webster and 
Lee counties by the agricultural element, 
in raising home supplies, than has been for 
any year since the war. 
nied themselves all luxuries and confined 
their purchases to necessities, thus keeping 
out of debt as much as possible. 

The outlook is by no means a gloomy 
one, and, with an average season from now 
on, the farmers will certainly come out on 


top.

Goldsmith is still a guest of the city at 
the police station, and it is because of a 
reward of $50 offered for his capture that he 
is not in Athens jail now. 

Dr. Wade's family horse and buggy were 
stolen from his home in Athens about a 
month ago. Dr. Wade was _ greatly 
grieved at his loss and offered a reward of 
$50 for the capture of the thief, and a re 
ward of $25 for the delivery of his horse 
and buggy. He advertised his loss exten- 
sively and nearly every officer in the state 
went to work to capture the horse thief. 

Day before yesterday, after long and vig- 
orous searching, Detectives Joe Green and 
Burk located the thief in West End and 
brought him to the station house. 

The negro gave his name first as John 
Thomas, but afterwards admitted that his 
real name was Will Goldsmith, and that he 
was guilty of having stolen Dr. Wade's 
horse and bugey. 

Chief of Police Davis, of Athens, was tel- 
egraphed that Goldsmith had been arrested 
and had confessed. Night before last Offi- 
cer Goodrum, of the Athens police force, 
arrived in Atlanta to carry Goldsmith back 
to Athens, 

When Goodrum arrived Chief of Detect- 
ives Wright informed him that he would not 
let the man go until the reward was paid 
over to his men—Green and Burk. 

Goodrum wired this fact to Chief Davis 
and Dr. Wade and received a reply from 
the latter telling him to go to a well-known 
gentleman in the city and he would stand se- 
curity for $50. Goodrum went early yes- 
terday morning and found this citizen out of 
the city. He again had recourse to the 
wires to get further instructions from Ath- 
ens. 

Several telegrams passed during the day 
between Athens and Atlanta. Some of them 
were to Goodrum and some to Chief Wright. 

The telegrams began to get warm, but 
Captain Wright remained firm, refusing to 
allow the negro to go without first receiving 
the reward of , 

Then Chief Connolly got a telegram from 
Athens, and it was very plain in its lan- 
guage. It was from Dr. Wade and some 
such quotation as “obstructing the enforce- 
ment of the law’ was-~ysed. Chief n- 
nolly didn’t like this much, and his_ reply 
was on the same line as that of Captain 
Wright’s—no .reward, no negro, 

Meantime Officer Goodrum patient! 
awaited the settlement of the matter, bu 
shortly after Chie’ Connolly’s message had 
been sent a blue-coated telegraph boy 
brought Mr. Goodrum a telegram. No 
sooner had his eyes taken in its contents 
than he gathered his little grip and disap- 
peared. He made no explanation and has 
not since been around police headquarters. 

What to do with the horse thief from 
Athens: is now a question with Captain 
Wright and Chief Connolly. He is an ele- 
phant on their hands just at present, but 
they will evolve some way to get him where 
he belongs. “We will probably send the 
negro down to’ Athens and turn him over 
to the authorities there,” said Chief Wrigh 
“and then sue Dr. Wade for the amount o 
the reward.”

The lynching of a negro at Campbells- 
ville, O., last Tuesday, for assaulting a 
woman need not excite surprise. 

According to the statistics collected by 
The Chicago Tribune, there were thirty 
lynchings and only forty-six legal execu- 
tions in the north and west last year. 

This is a black record for a section which 
boasts of its law and order. The small 
number of legal executions does not mean 
that few murders are committed in the 
north. The single county of Alleghany 
in Pennsylvania had fifty-eight murders 
in 1891, and 136 murders in the Jast five 
years, with only one execution. 

If we cared to give the space to a sum- 
mary of the crimes of violence annually 
committed in the north the sum total 
would shock all civilized countries, and 
cause our foreign critics to brand that 
region as “Darkest America.” 

The less said the better. The fact that 
there were thirty-seven lynchings out- 
side of the south last year shows that 
mob justice is not confined to any one 
section. The north has suffered and still 
suffers from red-handed lawlessness, and 
we fear that it will be many a year be- 
fore she will be in a position to point 
to a spotless escutcheon, and hold her- 
self up as a flawless model for the imita- 
tion of the rest of the world. 

With the blood of your thirty lynchings 
last year still smelling on your garments, 
Sister North, we submit that it does not 
become you to figure in the role of accuser 
and censor. Get your own household in 
order before you proceed to reform your 
neighbors! 


Safe State | Banking. 
The New York World has lately fallen 
into line with The Constitution in the 


matter of state banks, and is engaged in 
making it plain to its readers that such 
a system can be made absolutely safe. 
Our contemporary says: 

There is a very large amount of perfectly 
safe securities bearirg good interest—water 
bonds, courthouse bonds, county bonds, mu- 
nicipal securities and the like—which might 
be made available as a basis for note circu- 
lation with every advantage. These obliga- 
tions are as well secured as government bonds 
themselves, and their enforcement is in the 
hands of the state. 

Why should not the state of New York, 
for example, authorize its banks to issue cir- 
culating notes on the strength of a deposit 
of such bonds with the state treasurer, the 
state thus becoming sponsor for the redemp- 
tion of the notes without any risk to the 
state? The security of the notes would not 
depend upon the solvency of the bank. They 
would be subject to no discount and no doubt. 
They would add a needed volume of secure 
currency at times of business activity, which 
would retire itself when no longer needed. 
Their issue would make a readier market 
for improvement bonds of all kinds, give 
larger employment to capital in the smaller 
cities and towns and greatly increase the 
banking facilities, the lack of which is a 
real grievance in many parts of the country. 

Other practical suggestions have been 
made on a similar line, and the press and 
the people are discussing the proposed 
revival of state banks in a business-like 
way, and apparently with a disposition to 
return to our old system, with certain 
modifications and safeguards. :

When 
this happens “the markets _ will 
return to a normal condition, 
and the gambling feature of trade 
exchanges will be relegated to a place 
beside pool-selling, faro-playing and pol- 
icy writing.” ' 

It would be difficult to put the matter 
more clearly, and we think it may be 
taken for granted that The Herald repre- 
sents the views of Néw England more 
accurately than those of the New York 
papers which are earnestly at work for 
the gamblers.

The Gamblers Appeal to New England. 

If any position which The New York 
World might take on any public measure 
could surprise us it would be its remark- 
able effort to rally the honest democratic 
congressmen of New York and New Eng- 
land in behalf of gambling in crop options 
and futures.

The 
evils of faro and keno, and kindred games 
of chance are confined to the limits of 
a very small circle, but the evils of bet- 
ting on the price of agricultural products, 
combined with the power of manipulating 
the whole market by flooding it with fic- 
titious cotton and wheat affect the inter- 
ests of the whole agricultural population 
and those who depend on its prosperity. 
The evils of these prodigious gambling 
transactions affect the nation; they not 
only touch the conscience but the pockets 
of the whole country. 

Lhe zeal of the New York newspapers 
in behalf of the worst and most demoral- 
izing element of Wall street is not only 
in bad taste, but betrays a singular blind- 
ness to the moralities of the question. 
It declares that the New York and New 
England democrats ought to rush to the 
front and do battle for the crop gamblers, 
whose power has reached such propor- 
tions that they are able on any given day 
to beat down the prices of cotton ang 
wheat in the face of any demand or of 
any shortage in the supply. In order 
to give strength to its appeal in behalf 
of these gamblers, The World denounces 
the anti-option bill as “one of the wildest 
and most pestilent schemes of alliance 
law-making.”

NEW YORK, Jane 1-—Liverpool this morning was 
3-6ia higher with sales but 8,000 bales, and these re- 
ports were rather unfavorably construed here, and the 
market at the opening was a point or two below last 
night’s close.

Others are from Canada and the northwest, 
and a great many are from the middle 
states. 

The president, Colonel N. H. Albaugh, is 
the president of the Albaugh-Georgia Com- 
pany, which has headquarters at fort 
Valley. 

Addresses of Welcome. 


The first address of welcome was that int”) 


behalf of the’ state by Governor Northen, 
who was followed by Mayor Hemphill and 
Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, commissioner of 
agriculture. On behalf of the city Mayor 
Hemphill spoke briefly: 

“Mr. President and gentlemen of the 
convention,” said Mayor Hemphill, “it af- 
fords me much pleasure to welcome you to 
Atlanta.

Fruit will be pro- 
duced that will be an honor to all parties 
concerned. 

‘You will please pardon the mayor if he 
brags upon our great city. We have a city 
of which we are proud. We think we have 
the best schools, the best churches, the best 
electric cars, and—well, it would take me a 
long time to tell you all that we have. Our 
merchants extend their trade to the shores 
of the Pacific, and among these are nurse- 
rymen, of whom we are proud. We do not 
devote our time and attention only to those 
things which make reputation and money, 
but there are other things that receive our 
care and attention. Sometime ago our citi- 
zeus built, by private subscription, the Sol- 
diers’ Home, at a cost of about $100,000, 
and presented it to the state.

Major W. L. Glessner, of Americus, en- 
tertained the association with a humorous 
speech on the subject: “How to Eat 
Other People’s Watermelons.”’

Mayor Hemphill’s Order Issued— The 
Bank Examiners Are Appointed. 
The Water Board Meets, 


And the Two 


A bright, new, silver dollar, still holding- 
ing the heat of the mint from which it 
came, hargs against the wall in Mayor 
Hemphill’s office now. 

That dollar will be a feature in Atlanta 
archives in years to come. 

It was the first piece of money tossed 
over the counter to Collector Maddox in 
payment of the city taxes for the year 
1892. 

The law provides that city taxes shall 
be receivable, and are payable at the col- 
lector’s office from June 1st to September 
20th of each year. : 

But this is the first time in the history 
of Atlanta that any taxpayer has ever 
pal his taxes on the first day they could be 
paid. : 

The same law which specifies the time 
in which the taxes must be paid authorizes 
the city council to allow a discount of 2 
per cent on the first $125,000 paid in—if 
the council thinks it advisable. Year after 
year that discount has been authorized by 
the council, because it was an inducement 
to hurry taxpayers to come up. This year 
it so happens that the first council meeting 
in June takes place several days after the 
1st of the month, and the usual annual 
resolution granting the 2 per cent discount 
could not be adopted. The taxpayers, 
however, were anxious to secure the bene 
fit of the 2 per cent off, and quite a number 
called upon the collector yesterday morning, 
but came away without paying the money, 
as the assessors could not return them with 
the discount. 

Mayor Hemphill, however, when inform- 
ed of the situation, wrote an order to the 
assessors and collector, directing them to 
allow the discount. 

“Tor,” said the mayor,“that has been the 
custom for years, and I feel sure it will be 
the same this year. In fact, the finance 
committee, in making up its estimates of 
receipts and expenditures for 1892, has 
done as it has always done—allowed the 2- 
per-cent discount on the first $125,000.” 

That order, when promulgated, brought 
a smile to Charley Keith’s face, and, with 
a loud laugh, he transmitted it to the col- 
lector. A few minutes later Mrs. O. A. 
Lochrane came in and asked for her tax 
bill It was rendered by Mr Keith, and to 
Mr. Maddox she paid it. In the money was 
that bright, new, silver dollar, which is 
suspended by a blue ribbon from the wall 
in Mayor Hemphill’s office. 

Nearly four thousand dollars was paid 
in yesterday by parties who wanted the 2- 
per-cent discount. : 

And this is the first time in the history 
of Atlanta that one dollar of taxes has 
been paid into the city treasury until after 
the first meeting of the general council in 
June. 

Now for Liquor License. 

The general council will meet in regular 
session next Monday. 

And the city clerk’s desk will be laden 
with petitions for whisky and beer licenses. 

There are now sixty-three whisky shops 
in the city with ten beer saloons on the 
outside as an adjunct. All of these li- 
censes are now on the eve of expiration, 
and the owners, of course, want renewals. 
Petitions for these are now falling into the 
clerk’s office every day. Besides those who 
want renewals, there are quite a number 
who want to open at new places. There 
will be applications for four or five new 
whisky licenses, and a dozen or more pe- 
titions for new beer licenses. All these 
papers will, of course, be referred to the 

lice committee, composed of. Mr. Tye, 
Mr. Shropshire and Mr. Hill, and upon 
them that trio will report. 

And that report will be a disappointment 
to some people. 

The police committee has, all along, made 
it a rule not to issue any licenses for beer 
saloons in addition to those they found 
when they came in. 

Atlanta’s Money. 

Mr. Frank Rice, chairman of the finance 
committee, is about the happiest man in 
Atlanta, just now. 

But that happiness may disappear next 
Monday. : 

The finance committee’ .has made a 
thorough study of the assessors’ books 
since their completion, and now knows 
almost to a dollar what money will come 
into the city treasury this year. This they 
have divided out to the various depart- 
ments entitled to money, and the division 
seems to be a mighty good one. 

But every department has been begging 
the committee for more money than was 
given away when the estimated apportion- 
ments were made in January. The fire de 
partment wants more, the police depart- 
ment declares it hasn’t enough, the Grady 
hospital demands $10,000 more, and so it 
goes through the list. 

If the councff endorses the work of the 
committee, Mr. Rice and his associates will 
be happy. 

But if the council refuses to accept the 
sheet made by the committee, there will be 
much sorrow among the members, and a 
great, big lump of hard work for the com- 
mittee to do again, and it will take a long 
time to do it, too.

Messrs. Woodward, Hill, Meador, 
Northen and Stephens sat around the Jong 
table in Mayor Hemphill’s office yesterday.
